JEWISH TEMPLE.

Large Gathering of Members of the
Anshe Chesed Congregation Yes-
terday Afternoon—Rabbli Auspa-
cher Delivered the Principal Ad-
dress and Was Assisted by Rabbi
Salzman, of Wilkes-Barre — Ad-
dress by B, Moses, President of the
Congregation.

The vorner s=tone of the beautiful
new temple which the Reformed Jew-
ish congregation of Anshe Chered is
erecting  on  Madigon avenue near
Vine street was lald yesterday after-
noon with appropriate exerclses In the
presence of w large gathering.

HSeats had been arranged on the
floor of the bullding, the busement of
which I8 completed, and upwards of
two hundred of the more prominent
Hebrews In this clty occupled them
when the exerclser were opened at
4 o'clock with an invocation by Rabbl
M. Salzman, of B'nia B'rith congregi-
tlon of Wilkes-Barre, who prayed eiar-
nestly that the temple might become
i power for great good In the coms-
munity,

A quartette consisting of the Misses
Lydia Saller and Lida Garagan and
Messrs Willlams and Roberts sang with
beautiful harmony n selection entitled
“Pralge the Lord!' Then came a
Seripture reading by Rabbl Anspacher,
of the congregation, who read a selec-
tlon from the book of Genesis in which
I8 related the story of Jacob's dream
and of his rearing of the stone of
Beth-el in honor of God. This, he said,
is the first recorded instance of some-
thing In the form of a memorial being
erected to the glory of God.

ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT,

B. Moses, the president of the con-
gregation, made a brief address In
w hich he expressed the hope that the
temple might become the home of a
united and happy congregatlon; an or-
nament to the city and & monument
of glory unto God. The stone was then
set on the northeast corner by Presl-
dent Moses and Sol Goldsmith, the
vice-president.

In {t was placed o list of the original
and present members; a list of the con-
tributors to the bullding fund: a list
of the choir members; a lst of city.
state and national officers: coins of the
vear 1902; coples of the four daily pa-
pers of this city; coples of all the Jew-
igsh publications of this stale; coples
of the Ameriean Jewlish year books and
of the service books used In the
services,

The principal address was made by
Ruabbi Anspacher, who spoke briefly
becauge of the fierce heat of the #un
whilch beat relentlessly vpon the heads
of all those present. The congregation
is nearly fifty years old, he sald, and a
life of that length for o Jewish con-
gregution in a comparatively small ety
Is gomoething to be proud af.

1t I8 a matter of wonder,” sld he,
“whan we lonk back over the Jast half
century and consider the conditions
which have previdled here, to think
that this congregalion should have
Nouvished as it bas."

LADDER CAN B FORMLED.

He referred to the selection he  hail
previously read from  the  Scripture
and said that while there was no lad-
dep such as Jacob saw leading up to
Heaven In his dream that neverthieless
a ludder can be formed by the mems-
bers of the congregaltion themselves,

“You can form a ladder,” sald he, “of
falthful service In God's cause; of car-
nest, united, unanimous action that
will ennoble you and those about you
to reach that heavenly goal to which
we all aspire, The Jew necds not so
much a temple to worsnlp God In as
he needs it Lo win the favor of his fel-
low men by showing them how he han-
ors his Ruler.,

“We are now layving the corner stone
of this temple. When it is completed
and we come to dedicate It, may that
day of dedleation muark the beginning
of an era for you und me and for the
Jewish communlty in which we live;
an era the distinctive features of which
ghill be a robust piety, a spirit of true
Jewish humanitarianisin, and the sway
of charity, May we bulld not merely
of stone, Muy we rear a temple of
flesh and blood, of bone and sinew,
through which may flow human blond
pumped by a heart animuated by the
best of human activities."

The benediction was pronounced by
Nabbl Salszmun and concluded the ex-
crelses,
